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The Jubilee Clock Tower was erected by public 
subscription in 1887 at a cost of;£i,ooo. It is 80 feet high, 
and the clock includes a tenor and quarter bells after the 
model of the Westminster Chimes. It marks the centre of 
Milton, now part of the Borough of Gravesend, formerly 
known as Milton-on-Thames. 
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
